After wasting a good 45 
minutes on procedural wrangl- 
ing, McGill Students' Society 
finally got down to controver- 
sial business Tuesday night. 

More procedural bickering 
punctuated debate on issues 
such as the ratification of Mark 
Proudman as MSS Chief Retur- 
ning Officer (CRO), the 
Engineering Songbook, a mo- 
tion to end all MSS advertising 
in the McGill Magazine, and a 
motion condemning the bann- 
ing of the Joy of Gay Sex by 
Canada Customs. .Highlighted 
by remarks made by certain 
MSS executives — "I've got 
motion sickness" (VP Internal 
Mike Orr) and "I'm so confus- 
ed" (President James Green) — 
the polarized meeting waffled 
on for about three hours. 

A biased CRO 

Despite much protest in the 
past month by many campus 
groups over the appointment of 
Mark Proudman, publisher and 
former editor of the McGill 
Magazine, to the position of 
MSS CRO, Council decided to 
ratify the Executive 
Committee's decision to install 
Proudman as CRO. 

Many groups, such as Radio 
McGill, The McGill Tribune, 
The McGill Daily, the South 
Africa Committee and Project 
Ploughshares have called the 
appointment of Proudman "a 
blatant conflict of interest." 

As the duties of the CRO are 
to oversee and manage all MSS 
elections and referenda, the 
position requires an unbiased 
and disinterested student. The 
main responsibility of the CRO 
is to ensure that elections and 
referenda are conducted in a 
fair and unbiased manner. In 
short, the position demands a 
person unaffiliated with any 
campus interest group. 

However, Councillors went 
ahead and set a dangerous 
precedent by approving Proud- 
man as CRO. They effectively 
ignored charges made against 
Proudman last year for aiding 
the campaign of MSS President 
' James Green illegally and ig- 
nored the question of conflict of 
: interest. . 



Representative Stephen Hum 
told the Daily that "Proudman 
has demonstrated a fairly clear 
lack of respect for electoral 
rules. There are allegations that 
he postered in places not allow- 
ed last year, among other 
things. 

"The charges made against 
Proudman, on top of his 
background (McGill Magazine 
and PC McGill) disqualifies him 
from holding a position that re- 
quires impartiality. I have 
serious doubts Proudman can 
command the confidence of the 
electorate. That Council ap- 
proved him delivers a body- 
blow to the whole system," said 
Hum. 

Undergraduate Represen- 
tative to the Board of Gover- 
nors and Councillor Amy Kaler 
added: "I think James (Green) 
showed abominably bad judge- 
ment in allowing Mark Proud- 
man to be CRO. 

"There are better reasons for 
getting rid of Mark Proudman 
— he has the moral sense of a 
pterodactyl," Kaler said. 

But according to Proudman, 
"I'm only guilty of the things 
you' haven't found out about 
yet. I deny it all." 

Afterwards, Green told the 
Daily that "we can't do 
anything about it now, but 
maybe we should change the 
regulations to ban people from 
the media being CRO." 

Even though Green has con- 
sistently supported Mark Pro- 
udman as CRO, he said Tues- 
day night that "I never said he 
should be CRO."

UFW fights for farmworkers' rights

Cesar Chavez and other 
members of the United Farm- 
workers of America (UFW) are 
in Montréal this week to ask 
people to stop buying grapes. 

Ten years ago the historic 
UFW grape boycott resultedln 
groundbreaking California state 
legislation to protect farm- 
workers rights. Today, the 
legislation is being ignored and 
working conditions have 
become so wretched that UFW 
members voted to call another 
boycott, UFW staff member 
Lynn May says. 

No drinking water, no 
sanitary facilities, substandard 
wages, sexual harassment, child 
labour, and pesticide poisoning 
arc . realities for many farm- 
WdrkersV says- May. • 



Only 20 per cent of farm- 
workers in California are pro- 
tected by a union contract and 
have decent working condi- 
tions. A further 30 per cent have 
voted to form union locals, but 
their employers have refused to 
negotiate with them, says May. 

Two farmworkers have been 
shot for supporting union ac- 
tivities. 

UFW leader Cesar Chavez at- 
tributes the violence and the 
detiorating working conditions 
to California's Republican 
government, elected in 1982. 

Republican Governor George 
Deukmejian came to power 
with the help of $1 million in 
campaign gifts from corporate 
growers. 

Ever since then, the 
Agricultural Labour Relations 
Board,- which is responsible: for ■'■} 



enforcing the farm labour law, 
has faced cutbacks and layoffs 
and has not been doing its job, a 
UFW press release says. 

"The issuance of complaints 
against growers who violate the 
law has come to a near stand 
still," the release says. ARLB 
employees who insist on doing 
their jobs "risk punitive action 
for disloyalty" to the Deukme- 
jian administration, ALRB 
staff say. 

Growers say they cannot af- 
ford to fulfill union requests for 
decent wages and living condi- 
tions, but May says that grar«« 
are a high profit product and 
grape growers can afford to 
make concessions. 

The union is making three 
demands:

Man mauled by MUC in Metro

Thursday evening, Sept 26, a 
man trying to avoid paying the 
90C fare at the McGill metro got 
more than he had bargained 
for. 

The attendant called for the 
police, who were present, 
checking for forged metro 



passes. The police arrested the 
man, and handcuffed his hands 
behind his back. 

Dino Smitjic, a Mcgill Ul 
Science student present at the 
scene was surprised to see that 
the police, instead of taking the 
man to their cruiser, headed 
towards an empty utility room 
beside Eaton's. The man,

swearing profusely, was 
escorted into the room 

A crowd gathered outside the 
open door. Smiljic said that 
before the police had a chance 
to close it, "I saw one cop grab 
him by the back of the neck, 
and smash his face into a row of 
lockers." 

The crowd then heard loud 



thumps and the "sounds of 
fighting", with the man under 
arrest screaming for help. 
Several people tried to get into 
the room, but the door had been 
locked from inside. 

After a couple minutes, two 
more policemen arrived and 
told the crowd to disperse on 
the grounds that they were 




blocking the metro. They went 
into the room and soon emerged 
accompanied by one of the ar- 
resting officers. 

A woman approached the ar- 
resting, officer and said, "You 
had no right to do that to him." 
The police officer replied, 
"Who?" Another man swore at 
the policeman, saying that the 
man could have been killed. The 
policeman told him to get lost. 

The crowd eventually left, 
but Smiljic stayed at the scene. 
He called the Gazette and told 
them to send a photographer, 
but none arrived. A half hour 
later, the other policeman 
emerged with the victim, who 
had a large bruise on his 
forehead where he had been 
slammed into the locker. The 
man was escorted to the police 
cruiser. 

Smiljic said that although the 
victim had been abusing the 
policemen verbally, he hadn't 
been actively resisting arrest.

ing in the Magazine, as it "must 
be seen as tacit support for an 
anti-gay and lesbian ideology." 

Some Councillors, however, 
rejected the motion to ban 
advertising saying that it was an 
issue of "editorial freedom."

With 10 in favour and four 
abstentions, Councillors voted 
to condemn the banning of the 
Joy of Gay Sex and to forward 
a ' letter of complaint to the 
Minister of Justice John 
Crosbie. 

The Joy of Gay Sex was ban- 
ned last week by Canada 
Customs along with many other 
gay publications. 

Since the Council meeting, it 
has been discovered that the 
RCMP admitted error in bann- 
ing the book and the banning 
order has been rescinded. No 
mention has been made of the 
other gay publications banned 
over the last six months. 
Tabling misogynist 
engineering songs 
Council decided to table a 
motion to condemn the Olde 
Engineering Songbook in- 
definitely. 

The songbook has caused ma- 
jor controversy on the McGill 
campus since parts of it were 
printed in an editorial in the 
Daily two weeks ago. 

The motion called for the 
MSS to condemn "the inclusion 



of such degrading material in 
the Olde Engineering 
Songbook." As well, it called 
/ upon MSS V.P. University Af- 
fairs Gracy Mimran to "recom- 
mend to the Dean of Engineer- 
ing that he consider disciplinary 
action against those individuals 
in the EUS as provided for in 
the code of student conduct and 
disciplinary procedures." 
• The motion was tabled so 
that the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society (EUS) 
and the Women's Union could 
work out "the dispute" inter- 
nally. 

The motion to table was 
made by V.P. Internal Mike Orr 
after the EUS executive made a 
presentation to Council. EUS 
President David Williams 
pointed to "his" five women 
executives and said "there are 
five women EUS executives and 
women in engineering par- 
ticipate in fiagball teams — 
they're not being oppressed." 

Williams went on to say that 
"we never meant to sing those 
songs — we just hoped you'd 
enjoy the songs in the spirit they 



were written." 

However, Kaler, who made 
the original motion, said the 
songbook contained "offensive 
references to violence against 
women. 

"And, Québec prohibits hate 
literature, as well as literature 
that is denegrating and 
discriminating against women," 
Kaler added. 

But Bertrijs Prijmans, 
Engineering Representative to 
Council, told other Councillors 
that "not one woman complain- 
ed to us (the EUS) about the 
songbook. And women have 
greatly improved their situation 
— there used to be porn flicks 
last year and now there aren't. 
We just won't allow the 
songbook to be printed next 
year," she added. 

The motion to table passed 
with only five against and one 
abstention. 

It is a bit strange that most 
MSS councillors couldn't even 
bring themselves to take a stand 
against a songbook that ad- 
vocates violence against women 
and is blatantly misogynist. 
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Tomorrow, at high noon, 
McGill students will get the 
chance to see The McGill Dal- 
ly and the McGill Magazine 
face off on the Vietnam War. 
Just when you thought the 
•Powers that be' had resolved 
this volatile issue, two 
diametrically opposed bas- 
tions of university journalism 
will engage in the final battle.

Since then he has worked with 
a number of groups, including 
Circle with Chick Corea, and 
put out four albums under his 
own leadership. 

On his new album, Seeds of 
Time, Holland is joined by 
Steve Coleman, Julian Priesler, 
Kenny Wheeler and Marvin 
(Smitty) Smith. The result is a 
record of avant-garde jazz with 
original contributions from 
every member of the group.

Thrash, Bang, Bop. Asex- 
uals and Gang Green played 
the Rising Sun Sunday night. 
•Pure adrenalin. The Asexuals 
are a Montréal hardcore punk 
band, recently back from a 
tour of the US. They seem to 
have really gotten their shit 
together. Not only is their 
music good, but they're a fun 
band to watch; they've got 
some quirky mannerisms. If 
you don't mind a band that 
has a chorus of "Wo-oh-ho" 
in every song, they're.great. 

Gang Green is' from Boston. 
They live up to their name. 



Collectively, they look like 
something you'd scrape off of 
the inside of a rain barrel. 
Their music is a lot harder 
than the Asexuals'. They've 
got one more guitar (two as 
opposed to three), which 
significantly ups the sheer 
quantity of noise they're able 
to produce. 



The singer's mike was giving 
him electric shocks, so he hung 
a baseball cap over it. The 
vocals sounded really good, 
but I'm not sure how much of 
that is attributable to the cap. 

Overall, they're a really tight 
band, my only complaint is 
that they didn't play very long. 



This is not an album for the 
conservatively inclined, in fact 
an open mind or a love of 
horns is almost a necessity to 
appreciate this effort. The 
truth is, I would like to 
understand this music — but I 
don't. . 

For example, the first track 
on side two Gridlock, includes 
dubbed over sound effects and 
seemingly aimless horns. A 
voice talks about a traffic 
report and there is nothing 
resembling melody, rythm or 
structure to speak of. 

Despite some forgettable 
tracks, there is also evidence 
that Holland is one of tbe best 
jazz bass players around. 
Walk-a-way is a funky tune, 
with Holland and percussionist 
Wheeler creating a lot more 
energy than the entire band 
could muster for the rest of 
the album. 

I do not enjoy giving a bad 
review to an artist whose work 
I respect, unfortunately this is 
my only choice. For those un- 
familiar with Holland's work, 
I would not recommend this 
album as an introduction to 
his work — for this I would 
recommend the 1972 album 
Conference of the Birds. Seeds 
of Time goes too far and 
crosses the time line between 
progressive jazz and seemingly 
pointless noodling. -

The normally bland Mon- 
tréal jazz scene, has livened up 
considerably during the past 
week. 

The avant-garde music 
festival taking place this week 
in Victoriaville brought the Bill 
Smith band to Québec. Smith 
is a founding member of the 
Canadian Creative Music Col- 
lective (CCMC) which operates 
out of Toronto. He is also the 
editor of Coda, the best jazz 
magazine in Canada. 

The Bill Smith band per- 
formed at the club L'Attacq 
last Wednesday night. Smith s 
latest compositions and playing 
seem to be heavily influenced 
by h's recent work with Joe 
McPhee. A spatial, 
atmospheric-type sound was 
explored by the Bill Smith 
band last Wednesday night. 
However, by limiting 
themselves to this type of 
music, they did not explore the 
more angry and emotional 
styles developed by Omette 
Coleman and John Coltranc. 
In fact, the band came 
dangerously close to the élite 
"Chamber Jazz" style com- 
mon in Europe. Still, Bill 
Smith is possibly the most in- 
novative of the Canadian free 
jazz artists, as displayed by the 
brilliant version of Albert 
Aylers' Ghosts on his latest 
album. 

On Sunday, the Roscoe Mit» 
chell Sound Ensemble, also in 
Québec for the Victoriaville 
festival, performed at the Café 
Campus — if you've never 
been to Café Campus, check it 
out, it's about ten times nicer 
than Gert's and the bands are 
better. 

Roscoe Mitchell is a founder 
and member of The Art 
Ensemble of Chicago. The Art 
Ensemble grew out of an ar- 
tists collective known as the 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Creative Musicians 
(AACM), during the middle 
1960's in Chicago. The 
organization was founded by 
inner city black musicians for 
the benefit of ghetto children 
learning to play music. The 
musicians involved include the 
Art Ensemble, Anthony Brax- 
ton, Muhal Richard Abrams, 
and many others. During this 
period, the Art Ensemble lived 
and played all over the 
midwestern United States. 

While living in Michigan, 
Roscoe Mitchell met the musi- 
cians he brought with him to 
Montréal on Sunday. Mitchell 
played reeds and was joined by 
Spencer Barefield on guitar, 
Mike Mossman on trumpet, 



Jaribu Shahid on electric and 
acoustic bass, and Tani Tabbal 
on drums. 

The results of this collabora- 
tion were enjoyable yet 
somewhat disappointing given 
Roscoe Mitchell's status as a 
member of the best free jazz 
band in the world. In fact, it 
may have been precisely 
because of Mitchell's promi- 
nent standing that the first set 
was a disappointment. In 
short, Roscoe Mitchell was 
shown up by his band, at least 
during the first set. His solos 
were long and lacked a sense 
of direction, while the band 
members tended to take more 
concise, yet free solos. In par- 
ticular, the stunning solos of 
Tani Tabbal on drums proved 
that he is a modern jazz drum- 
mer worth watching for. Other 
than these solos, the first set 
was taken up by Mitchell's re- 
cent tightly arranged composi- 
tional work. 

A new man seemed to take 
the stage for the second set, 
which began with a tune entitl- 
ed Sing/Song. During this 
work Roscoe Mitchell built the 
most angry, blistering solo 
heard in Montréal in a long 
time. Jaribu Shahid accom- 
panied all the solos on bass 
with amazing energy. This free 
piece was followed by a funk 
tune, the last song of the set. 
Although the horn line was so 
clichéd it sounded like a televi- 
sion show theme, the rhythm 
section kept the piece alive. In 
all, the performance by Mit- 
chell was strong but inconsis- 
tent. 

As a post note, the great Ar- 
chie Shepp will be playing for 
two nights later this month at 
the Rising Sun.

V. Tony Hauser, Tony to 
his friends, is the man behind 
the lens in Inuit Children with 
Bikes and Francisco and Her 
Sisters — two of the 
photographs which are part of 
an exhibition called Portraits 
of Native Children, now show- 
ing at Hotel Chateau Ver- 
sailles. 

The black and white prints 
are a departure from those 
that Hauser docs for a living. 
His usual vocation is to 
photograph celebrities, a prac- 
tice at which he is quite adept. 
In order to make a celebrity 
portrait interesting, there must 



be an incongruous element to 
make a viewer look twice at it. 

Native children however, 
already live in an incongruous 
setting — the modern world. 
The photographs show Shuar 
children in Ecuador wearing 
shirts emblazoned with the 
name Sassoon, and Inuit boys 
riding through the snow on 
dirt bikes. These children in- 
habit both a world of ancient 
customs and modern 
technology. 

The innocence in the eyes of 
the children is striking.

'Creator' nurt

Creator.. .ah. ..creator. Stop 
reading for a moment and 
meditate upon the name. 

The film stars Peter O'Toole, 
Mariel Hemingway, and Vin- 
cent Spano, three relatively ac- 
complished actors lauded for 
their performances in My 
Favorite Year; Manhattan; and 
Baby, It's You respectively. 
Unfortunately, this film won't 
go down as the high point in any 
of their careers. Creator is ill- 
named. It should have been titl- 



ed Reviver. All three actors 
make an admirable effort at 
reviving a script that is in a 
word — dead. 

A short summary: Peter 
O'Toole plays Harry Wolper, a 
Nobel Laureate in biology, and 
a professor at an American 
university. He is a man who 
speaks of God and 'The Big Pic- 
ture', a man who is also attemp- 
ting to recreate his dead wife, 
Lucy. Wolper finds Meli (Hem- 
ingway), a "self-proclaimed 
nineteen year-old nympho" to 
donate her 'egg* to help recreate 
Lucy, and Boris (Vincent 



Spano), a graduate assistant 
who fails in love with a "self- 
proclaimed real Catholic". 

The film trots merrily along 
as it intertwines the three sub- 
plots into a reactive mess, all 
under the auspices of Wolper's 
•Big Picture* syndrome, .jj 
Perhaps it refers to the hopes 
and wishes of the Producer? 



Creator does nothing to 
challenge the white, middle- 
class American's view of life, 
nor does it offer any alter- 
natives. Rather, it reaffirms all ■ 
that we North Americans have I 
sn taught to value: God, love, 
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magazine in Germany, but 
found that this was not enough 
to support him. 

To Hauser, "photography is 
a form of journalism," and he 
feels it creates a special rap- 
port between himself and his 
subject. 

Hauser finds the native 
peoples very romantic, but 
originally he Jvorried that he 
was exploiting their way of life 
by taking pictures of them. 
But now he feels he is doing 
them and the world a great 
service in the form of a 
documentation of their lives. 

"They (the photographs) 
might become important in the 
future," says Hauser. 



When he began his career, 
Hauser used colour, having 
been influenced by a 
photographer for whom he 
worked. But in the last five 
years, he has turned to black 
and white, because it does not 
fade as colour tends to. He 
thinks "the pictures are 
stronger that way." 

Hauser is very excited about 
his next project. He will be 
photographing the Hamburg 
Ballet in Germany for their 
1986-87 World Tour Souvenir 
Booklet.

Local jazz 
spawns in 
4th Stream

Fourth Stream is the chosen 
epithet of saxophonist Ken 
Vandermark and drummer 
Brendan Burke, who played 
for about two hours last Satur- 
day night at Café Commun- 
Commune (Milton near Jeanne 
Mance). 

Vandermark, who works at 
CFRM Radio McGill, alter- 
nated between tenor sax and 
bass clarinet, also using the 
microphone and amp to good 
effect, enhancing or altering 
sounds with them. Both he and 
Burke are extremely competent 
players who made their two in- 
struments sound remarkably 
much more like a large band 
than the duo that they are. In 
addition, guitarist Rob 
Maelver sat in for a few 
numbers during the latter por- 
tion of the second set. While 
he kept pace with Vander- 
mark, he never took the lead. 
Vandermark has a very strong 
style which must take a lot out 



of him over the course of two 
lours. 

The music was characterized 
3y driving rhythms and the 
ferocious playing of drummer 
Burke, who nicely com- 
plimented the scaring solos of 
Vandermark. In the second set 
Maelver provided a little extra 
interest while giving the sax a 
little more focus. 

Vandermark et al played a 
few original compositions as 
well as a few covers of artists 
such as Omette Coleman and 
John Coltrane. Coltrane seems 
to have been a big influence on 
Vandermark's own style, so it 
wasn't too surprising when 
strains of "My Favourite 
Things" crept into one of the 
original compositions. 

The group has a driving 
energy and good technique. 
They have a familiarity with 
some of the jazz greats, which 
together could be the key to at 
least modest success in the 
over-neglected field of jazz. 
Watch for them in the, future. 



4th Stream runs 
in jazz course

Those intrigued by Fourth 
Stream because of the above 
review, or what they have ac- 
tually seen and heard from the 
band themselves, will be pleas- 
ed to know that a new* album 
is in the works for the group. 
The album is to be called A 
Matter of Silence. 

The jazz duo, sometimes 
trio, this time quintet, have 
built a solid local reputation 
performing Coltrane-esque im- 
. provisation. They spent some 
time in the studio in March. 
They have added vocals, guitar 
and bass to their basic line-up 
of drums and saxophome. The 
result is a fascinating blend of 
improvisational styles which 
sound to this uneducated ear 
like a showcase of the evolu- 
tion of jazz through rock and 
then back to jazz again. 

The first half of the recor- 
ding is an experimental mix- 
ture of vocals and loosely 
structured instrumental ar- 
rangements. Poetry is blended 
with, deep bass sounds to 
create a slow, sombre effect on 



the track, Mothersong Sister- 



sang. 



But many of the other 
pieces, like A Matter of 
Silence, the title track, are 
oose, fast-paced explorations 
on a more accessible level, but 
still improvisation in the truest 
sense of the word. Sounds 
seem to be pieced together in a 
very natural manner. 

For those who cannot relate 
to heavy improvisation, the se- 
cond side of the recording is 
somewhat more conventional. 
There are pieces which reflect 
the swing style of jazz and 
others which verge on heavy 
jazz-rock fusion. Whatever the 
intent, the result makes for 
refreshing listening. 

Much of the recording, 
which will hopefully be releas- 
ed soon, may seem too obscure 
for many, but those with an 
ear for adventure will definite- 
ly find the work satisfying. 
The album was mostly record- 
ed "live" (with no overdubb- 
ing, that is). Until its release, 
and presumably afterwards, 
the group's real "live" perfor- 
mances match if not surpass 
their recorded ones.
